The state tax struggle has 
started again. The unions and 
The Texas S tate Teachers Asso­ 
r ia t ion have both come out op­ 
posing the recommendations of 
■the State 
Finance 
Advisory 
^Commission which calls rais­ 
ing $217,000,000 
in the two 
’y e a r period ahead with a one 
•per cent payroll tax. 
The unions oppose the pay­ 
roll tax and the Teachers say 
the recommendations are not 
enough. They w’ant a $800 a yeai 
raise 
and 
the 
commission 
is recommending only $400. 
Texans are faced with the 
choice of either having a direct 
sales tax or some form of a 
state income tax and they don t 
w an t either one. W ith the oil 
industry in its present finan­ 
c ia l condition, the sta le ’s lar­ 
gest source of income at the 
present is slective sales taxes. 
W ith 
the state already $70,- 
000,000 in the red, it is doubt­
